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BREAKFAST AROUND THE WORLD 


They say breakfast is the most important meal of the day. 
Maybe that’s why many people may be open to trying 
foreign food at lunch or dinner, but they’re not adventurous 
enough to experiment with anything new at breakfast. But 
what about you? Below, we look at typical breakfasts in 
five different countries. Would you have them or are they too 
spicy, too fattening or just too different? 


SOUTH KOREA 


Che traditional breakfast is rice and soup. People then choose 
extra dishes to go with it such as grilled fish, vegetables and 
kimchi, which is pickled cabbage with chillies. Kimchi is so 
popular that the first Korean astronaut took some with him to 
the international space station! Of course, these days, many 
Koreans have such busy lifestyles they don’t have enough time 
to make breaklast and just grab a quick coffee and some cereal 
OT LOasL. 


BULGARIA 


Breaklast in Bulgaria includes tea or strong coflee, sesame 
bread and butter, cheese made from sheep’ milk, honey, olives, 
boiled eggs and — most importantly — kiselo mlyako, a local 
yoghurt. Bulgaria has a lot of people aged over 100 and many 
believe that the secret behind this is their yoghurt, which most 
Bulgarians eat every day. 


COSTA RICA 


Many Costa Ricans start their day with the national dish, gallo 
pinto, which is a mixture of fried rice and black beans. It’s 
lightly spiced and often served with fried plantain (a kind of 
banana used like a vegetable in a lot of Central American and 

Caribbean cooking), cream and fried eggs. There’s usually some 
strong local c coffee as well — or perhaps some agua dulce (‘sweet 
water’), which is made from sugar cane juice. 


EGYPT 


Visit any town in Egypt in the morning and you'll find street 
stalls selling foul medammes — beans cooked with tomatoes 
and onions — and eaten with a boiled egg on top and lots of 
flat bread. Pickled vegetables are usually served as a side dish. 
For many poorer Egyptians, this is their only food until dinner. 
They say the dish is ‘a rock in the stomach’, 


IRELAND 


As people become more concerned about their health, fewer 


Irish eat the traditional Irish breakfast, or fry, because it has 
too much fat. However, many still eat it if they stay in a hotel, 
or they cook it on a special day It consists of bacon, black 
pudding (a kind of sausage made with blood), white pudding

Many 
students don’t just copy from 
the internet, they also buy 
essays from online firms that 
write to order. Of course, while 
the desire to get an advantage 
by cheating is nothing 

new, modern technology is 
constantly coming up with 
clever ways of breaking the 
rules. There are websites with 
whole sections selling hi-tech 
‘exam equipment’?! 

Why is this happening now? 
What’s causing the huge 
growth in cheating? Well, there 
are five main reasons.

Parents and schools often push kids to get the best test scores. Kids then 
start to feel scared that if they don’t do well, they won't get good jobs — and 
bad economic situations also make people [eel less secure. On top of all that, 
kids are growing up in a world where great emphasis is placed on money and 
winning! 


Schools in many different contexts need to show that their students are doing 
well if they want more money from the government. A school with poor test 
scores starts to fail: it gets less money and has fewer resources, so smart students 
go elsewhere, and teachers may well lose motivation. As a result, more and 
more importance is placed on doing well in tests. Students soon realise this — 
and some then decide to cheat. 


Technology can make people impatient. Kids grow up expecting to get what 
they want when they want it. As a result, kids have less patience and less desire 
to work hard. Cheating seems to offer a way to get what you want without 
waiting or effort. Of course people are tempted! 


All too often, cheats win! Partly this is because kids today are better at 
cheating and are sometimes one step ahead of teachers; partly it’s because it’s 
simply too much trouble to check and challenge every person that cheats. 
Kids see some of their classmates cheating — and succeeding — and decide to 
try it themselves. 


Kids see stories in the news about famous sports stars who have used drugs 
to improve their performance, business people who have lied to make 
bigger profits, people who have got jobs using CVs that were not completely 
true, and politicians who have lied about their expenses. Is it any surprise 
that some kids decide to copy them? 


So what can we do to prevent cheating? Well, that’s what | will explore in part two.

PLACEBOS 

lf you give asthma sullerers ‘medicine’ and tell them it will 
nelp their condition, many of them will report that they 
leel better after taking it, even when that ‘medicine’ wasn’t 
actually real — it was a placebo. Sometimes doctors can 
measure physical changes after patients take a placebo. 
For example, their blood pressure may fall. So it seems the 
placebo effect is not just a trick of the mind. 


NOCEBOS 

[he nocebo effect is a kind of opposite of the placebo effect. 
You get an illness because you believe you will. When 
doctors give a patient a drug to treat a serious illness, they 
tell them about problems (or side effects) that the drug 
might cause, like a headache or a rash. Experiments show 
that a percentage ol people get these side effects even when 
the drug they receive is just a sugar pill. 


MEDITATION 


Scientists have studied monks who have learned to control 
their bodies by meditating. In one experiment, a monk sat 

in a cold room with a wet sheet over his shoulders. Most 
people would get very very cold, but the monk concentrated 
and increased his body temperature to 40°C. He actually 
dried the sheet! 


THE PAIN’S NOT SO BAD 

Scientists have shown that when some people experience 

pain, for example in a marathon or at the dentist's, they deal 
with it better for two reasons. Firstly, they prepare themselves 
beforehand — they imagine the pain. Secondly, when they 

leel the pain, their reaction is less emotional: they think ‘Oh I 
notice there's a pain in my tooth’, rather than ‘Ahhh! That hurts 
so badly! Help me!’ The psychologist Dr Martin Paulus has also 
shown that people can learn how to do this with training. 


HYPNOTHERAPY 


In 2014, the singer Alama Kante had a successful operation on 
her throat in France. She was hypnotised before it, so she did 
not need any drugs and she could sing during the operation. 
This way her voice was not damaged and she recovered more 
quickly. Hypnotherapy has also been successful in other areas. 
such as helping people give up smoking. 


There is a quote that ‘age is a question of mind over matter. If 
you don't mind, it doesn’t matter!’ In the past, many people 
stopped playing sport, not because of injury, but because they 





thought they were too old. However, science is discovering 
that our bodies can work well into old age, if we don’t stop 
practising. Like Fauja Singh: he ran his first marathon when he 


was 89 and continued to run after he was 100!

A police force has 
launched a campaign against misuse of 
the emergency phone number. Every 
day, the police in northern England have 
to answer three hundred 999 calls, but 
a third of them are totally unnecessary. 
Last year, the calls that police received 
included someone wanting a ride home, 
a man complaining about his TV not 
working and two people who reported 
lost cats. A number were also from 
young children who had accidentally 
dialled 999. 


The police are sending leaflets to 
houses to explain the problem and have 
introduced £80 fines for those making 
inappropriate calls. 


ASGOCIOL. in Avcisiia has eived 
the life of a young boy using a domestic 
drill and a mobile phone. Nicolas Rossi, 

a thirteen-year-old boy from a remote 

town in Australia, fell off his bicycle and 
hit his head. Although Nicolas initially 
seemed fine, his mother, a nurse, noticed 

a swelling on his head. She rushed him 

Lo the nearest hospital, where the doctor 
realised the boy was in danger of dying if 
he didn’t have an operation to reduce the 
pressure on his brain. 

Unfortunately, Doctor Carson had never 
done the operation, which required him 

to make a hole in the boy’s head, and he 
only had a normal household drill. After 
cleaning the drill, he phoned a colleague in 
Melbourne, who explained where and how 
to make the hole. 


The one-minute operation was successful 
and the boy was transferred by plane to 
a Melbourne hospital, where he has made 
a complete recovery. Carson described his 
actions as ‘just part of the job’.

Sarah Walters reports on an African 
success story looking to the future 


aoe 
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n many cities of the world, if you’re stuck 

in a traffic jam, you’ll find people trying 

to sell you drinks and food, but in Nigeria 
you’re also likely to be offered the latest 
DVDs from the Nigerian film industry, known as 
Nollywood. Nollywood produces around 1,500 
films a year, and is second only to India as the 
most productive film industry in the world. In 
just 25 years, and with no government support, 
it has grown from nothing to be worth around 
$7 billion a year. Nollywood now employs 
thousands and is one of Africa’s great success 
stories, but it has also reached a crossroads, 
as profits have fallen recently and it’s unclear 
what its future direction will be. 

The majority of Nollywood films are made for around 
$30,000 and take ten days to complete. In comparison, 
making a top Hollywood movie can take a year and cost 
$200 million. Nollywood directors use very basic special 
elfects, the aclors sometimes write their own lines and 
the film cameramen have to work in the streets while real 
life continues around them. This low-budget approach 
has allowed Nollywood to grow very quickly, as almost 
anyone with talent can make films. However, it’s also the 
source of several problems. 


Low budgets often mean films are poor quality and there’s no 
money to develop new talent. Films often follow similar plots 
and star the same actors, so have become too predictable. 
Typical Nollywood films are voodoo horror or gangster films; 
even stories about poor people becoming successful, or 
domestic dramas, contain elements of magic and violence. Some 
complain that this focus on black magic and crime gives a bad 
image of modern Nigeria. 


Another problem is illegal copying. Films aren't usually shown 
in cinemas (there are currently less than 30 cinemas in a country 
of 150 million people), but are distributed as DVDs through 
market stalls and street sellers, so it’s difficult to control copying. 
After two weeks, most films have been illegally copied and the 
producers make no more money. 


However, Nollywood is changing, as seen in the work of its 
leading director, Lancelot Oduwa Imasuen. Imasuen has already 
directed around 200 feature films (Steven Spielberg at the same 
age had directed just fourteen!). His early films followed the 
Nollywood pattern — fast production and voodoo horror — but 
Imasuen’s recent films are more ambitious. Invasien 1897 had a 
budget of $1 million and tells the story of how the British invaded 
the kingdom of Benin, sent the king to prison and stole many 
valuable works of art, which are now in the British Museum in 
London. The film was first shown at several international festivals 
and many universities in Nigeria. As well as making a profit, it 
aims to promote Benin culture and make people aware of the 
issue of stolen art. Some think that films like this show a possible 
future direction for the Nigerian film industry because they are 
aimed at a more profitable middle-class cinema audience.

With adjectives of two syllables or more you can also use /ess.

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PAST SIMPLE AND PAST CONTINUOUS 


Past simple 


We use two or more verbs in the past simple in a sentence to 
show that the actions were completed one after another. We 
often link these actions with and (then), before, after or when. 


| checked in online and printed my boarding pass. 
We got to the airport and checked the departures board. 
When the plane landed, everyone stood up. 


Past continuous 


We form the past continuous with was / were + the -ing form of 
the verb. 


|/ He/She was going home. 

It was snowing. 

We / You/ They were leaving. 

It wasn’t raining very hard. 
They weren't listening. 

What were you doing? 

Where was he going? 


The past continuous shows an action started, but was 
incomplete when another action (or other actions) happened. 
We often link sentences with when or while. We often use 
the past continuous at the beginning of the story to show the 
general situation / background. 
1 When! got to the train station, they were doing repairs on 
the line. 
(The repairs started before | got to the station and weren't 
finished.) 
2 When! woke up, the woman from the airline was walking 
away from the gate. 
(The woman started walking away before | woke up, and | 
could still see her walking away.) 
3 1! was reading the last few pages when I suddenly heard 
the last call for my flight. 
(I started reading the last pages before | heard the call, and | 
still had some pages left to read.)

Much is only used with uncountable nouns such as 
accommodation, advice, anger, chaos, help, information, 
luggage, news, progress, traffic, water and work. 
There’s not much hope of a deal. 

A bit of is usually used with uncountable nouns. It can be used 
with some singular countable nouns. 

Expect a bit of trouble there. 

Expect a bit of a wait there.

The present perfect is often used to start a conversation and 

find out about other people’s experiences. You do NOT have 

to use the present perfect in the reply. Look at these different 
answers to A’s question 


A: Have you ever tried horse meat? 
B: No, | don’t like the idea of it. 
No, but I'd like to. 
Yeah, we eat it quite a lot in our country. 
Yeah, | ate it when | was in France a few years ago.

Don’t use the present perfect with a past time phrase such as 
yesterday or a few years ago. Use the past simple.

You can make the present perfect negative with not or never.

PLANS AND ARRANGEMENTS 


We can use both be going to + infinitive (without to) and 

the present continuous to talk about future plans and 
arrangements. To talk about definite personal plans for the 
future, we generally use be going to. 

/’m not going to do anything tonight. I’m just going to take it 
easy. 

I’m going to go for a walk after dinner. 





To talk about definite arrangements with other people — usually 

in the near future — we generally use the present continuous. 

However, be going to is also possible. 

A: What are you doing this weekend? 

B: Well, I’m playing / I’m going to play basketball on Saturday. 
What about you? 


A: Some important clients are coming / are going to come so !| 
need to go to the airport to meet them. 


To talk about possible plans in the future that are not fully 
decided, use might + infinitive (without to) or be thinking of 
+ -ing. 

| might go shopping in the morning. 

I'm thinking of leaving quite early. 

Note that might is not usually used in questions. Instead, we 
often use be thinking of. 

A: | might go out somewhere /ater tonight.

SUPERLATIVES 


In general, we use most with two- or three-syllable adjectives 
or adverbs. 


Football is the most popular game in the world. 

Moscow is one of the most expensive cities in the world. 

lt was one of the most boring matches ever! 

We add -est to adjectives or adverbs of one syllable. 

That's the longest film in the series. 

She’s the youngest person to ever win an Olympic medal. 
He's the oldest person to ever play for his country. 

With two-syllable words ending in -y, the -y changes to -jest. 
The basic rules are among the easiest to grasp of any sport. 
| can’t stand him. He’s the laziest player ever. 








Note that for some short adjectives — big, fit, sad, etc. - we 
double the final consonant when we add -est. Wimbledon is 
probably the biggest competition in tennis. Also note that 
some two-syllable words can take either -est or the most. 
Two o'clock is our quietest / most quiet time of the day.

FIRST CONDITIONALS 


First conditionals are sentences of two parts — one part to talk 
about possible future situations or actions and the other to talk 
about the results of those actions. 


The /f-clause 

The if-clause refers to possible future situations or actions, but 
it uses present tenses. Don’t use will / won’t here to refer to the 
future. The /f-clause doesn’t have to start the sentence. 


If | wétt-get get the grades / want... 
... If you wer-+t don’t start working harder. 


The result clause 

We can talk about the result of the possible future action using 
will / won't + infinitive (without to). Will / won’t shows you are 
certain about the result.

You can use will probably or might (possibly) to show you are 
less certain.

GIVING ADVICE 


The most common way of giving advice — to say what you think 
is the best thing to do — is should + infinitive (without to). We 
often soften advice by adding maybe at the beginning of the 
sentence. It’s also common to say / think you should. 

Should is a modal verb. With modal verbs we use the same 
form for all persons, we do not add -s for the third person. 

We do not use do / does in questions, or don’t / doesn’t in 
negatives. The negative form is shouldn't. 

Maybe you should go home and get some rest. 

You shouldn’t worry about it. /t’l/ all be fine.

What do you think I should do? 

Two other common ways of giving advice are why don't you + 
infinitive (without to) and ought to + infinitive (without to).

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Last night | watched the big game in England between 
Manchester City and Chelsea. | was one of a billion people 
watching in places as far apart as Peru, Saudi Arabia and 
Vietnam. Now, when football’s good, it can be amazing ... but 
when it’s bad, it can be awful — and this game was maybe 

the most boring game I’ve ever seen. It was a nil-nil draw and 
almost nothing happened for the whole 90 minutes. Honestly, 
it was terrible! Football’s the most popular sport in the world, 
but it’s hard to understand why when you watch a game 

like that. Knowing that the players earn millions a year just 
makes it worse! So why do we watch when there are plenty of 
alternatives? The Olympics features around thirty sports; other 
countries have different national sports such as cricket; and 
new sports are being created all the time. 


Maybe the main reason is because football is the simplest 
game to play. The basic rules are among the easiest to grasp 
of any sport. In contrast, does anyone really understand the 
rules of cricket? In addition, football doesn’t require expensive 
equipment. In fact, you need hardly any gear at all and on top 
of that you need no real skill to play — who can’t kick a ball? 
So nearly everyone has played at least once in their life — and 
of course once you've played a sport, you appreciate it more. 
Finally, football’s different every game. Last night’s game was 
boring, but next time Chelsea might win five-four, with a goal in 
the last minute! You just never know. 
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It’s the simplest game to play. 

It’s not the easiest game to understand. 
He's the tallest person | know. 

She’s the fittest person | know. 

He’s the cleverest person | know. 

It’s the ugliest building in town.

P: Perhaps like me, you spent hours drawing and colouring 


things when you were young, but then just stopped. 
Personally, | can’t remember when or why, but | suppose | 
felt it was childish and wanted more adult things — make-up, 
shopping, boys. So you might be interested to learn that one 
of the biggest growth areas in publishing at the moment is 
colouring books for adults. These books have been around 
for a while, but in France they've become best sellers 
thanks to some clever marketing, as book trader Clare Ellis 
explains. 


: Several of these books were actually first published in the 


UK with only moderate success, but when French publishers 
added ‘anti-stress’ or ‘art therapy’ to the titles, there was a 
dramatic increase in sales. Thirty-three per cent of French 
people have taken pills like Prozac for depression, so 
there’s clearly a big market for anything that helps reduce 
stress. 


: Watching any child with pens and paper, you can see how 


the simple task of carefully filling in a pattern can completely 
occupy their attention, and it’s that focus on the present 
which Karen Miller — a lawyer and colouring fan — likes. 


: Law is a very stressful occupation and it’s difficult to stop 


thinking about work, but colouring has really made a 
difference for me. Some designs are very detailed and 
complicated, so you really need to concentrate, and | quickly 
forget about everything else. It really helps me relax. | even 
sleep better. 


: And it’s not just colouring that’s coming back into fashion. 


In the States, there is a growing interest in making things — 
everything from clothes to furniture to cakes. The 
sociologist, Professor John Townsend, suggests why. 


: [think the maker movement is a reaction against life being 


so commercial. We were sold the idea of retail therapy — 
shopping as relaxation — but many people’s experience of 
shopping is far from relaxing: it involves difficult decisions, 
debt and worrying about what others have. Making 

your own things is the opposite: you follow a recipe or 
instructions; it's cheaper; and it involves sharing ideas and 
helping each other. There’s nothing commercial about the 
outcome either — you're not buying or selling it. It’s personal. 
It's yours. It’s you. 


: Hmm, I’m not sure my baking or making are ‘me’, because 


I’m awful at it — but anyway here in the studio to discuss the 
rise of making, | have Professor Townsend, Karen Miller and 
a keen maker, Lisa O’Sullivan.

R: Not really. There was another girl in the class who spoke 
English so she translated a lot at the beginning. Then Mum 
and Dad helped me at home with my homework.

R: Yeah — | remember really crying about it when | first came 
because we didn’t have to do much in primary in England 
— a bit of reading or something. Even now my friends 
in England complain when they have to do 45 minutes 
in secondary school, but | often have two hours — and 
sometimes study for tests on top of that. 

I: OK. So are classes different? 

R: Primary was. For some reason, | did the last year of primary 
here, although I'd already done it in England. Maybe it 
was because they have five years of secondary school in 
England, but there are only four here. Sorry, what was the 
question? 

I: Are classes different? 


R: Oh yeah. Basically, in primary in England we had the same 
teacher all day, but here we changed teachers. | liked some, 
but some — like Don Miguel — were really boring! Sometimes 
we just had to copy from the book. We didn’t use textbooks 
much in England and we did more projects and arty things. 
Right. So which do you prefer? 

: It’s difficult to say. Now I’m at instituto ... 

Instituto? 

: Sorry, secondary school. We finish at two o’clock every day 
and then we get almost three months off in the summer, 
whereas in England my friends finish at four and they only 
get six weeks’ summer holiday. | chat to my friends in 
England still or read their updates on Facebook and they 
say school is boring too, and they get stressed with exams 
and stuff, but then they have this thing here, where if your 
teacher fails you in some subjects, you have to repeat the 
whole year! | don’t like that stress. 
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You hear politicians and parents here saying education is bad, 
but you get the same complaints in Britain, where there are 
generally more resources. Parents send their kids to private 
schools or move house to be near good state schools. 


From what Rebecca says, her teachers here are generally more 
traditional in the way they teach, but | don’t mind that. Students 
probably learn to listen and concentrate better. Anyway, no 
method’s perfect. There’s good and bad everywhere. Luckily, 
Rebecca's very responsible and she has some great teachers. 
She’s happy and the school has a good atmosphere, small 
classes, and there’s no violence or bullying — that’s the most 
important thing. And if we stay, university will be much cheaper 
here. Fees in England are very high, even though nearly all 
universities are state run. 


The only policies | really don’t like here are textbooks and 
holidays. | spend 400 euros on books every year. In Britain, 
they're free. Schools buy the books and the students borrow 
them. And the summer holidays here are too long when you 
both work! When we were in the UK, my wife and | could 
organise our holidays to be at home with the kids most of the 
time, but here it’s impossible! 
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They rejected my application for university. 

We need to change our traditional approach. 

You need to challenge students to succeed. 

Did you check your work after you finished? 

All children have religious education in primary school. 
| have to do a project before | can graduate. 

The website has a jobs section for teachers. 

You can’t mention some subjects in conversation. 
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I'll do it in a minute.

P: OK. So the first question from listener Mary Martin is based 
on a recent news story: Are there crime genes? 

S: Well, yes and no. First, remember we share 50% of our 
genes with bananas, but you wouldn't say humans were 
half banana! There are studies that have found some violent 
criminals share a particular gene. But, BUT, this is one of 
many, many factors. Many people have the gene, but aren't 
violent. Violence and crime can be learned. Home life, 
culture, war, even the environment and pollution can be 
factors. 

P: OK. Something rather different now. Yevgeny from Russia 
asks: How do spiders walk on ceilings? 

S: OK, right, yes, well researchers have discovered that 
spiders’ feet are covered in hairs. But then each hair is also 
covered in hundreds of thousands of tiny hairs, each about 
an atom wide. Basically, when these tiny hairs move next to 
the atoms of the ceiling material, it creates a small electric 
charge so the hairs and ceiling atoms are attracted to each 
other. It’s a bit like how you can rub a balloon on your hair, 
then stick it to a wall. The spider has so many hairs, the 
attraction is quite strong — strong enough to hold 100 times 
the weight of the spider. 

P: Right, well, from some very thin hairs to Graphene and 
Jamie Seguro’s question: What is Graphene? 

S: Graphene, OK. Well, this is probably the most important 
discovery of the last 20 years. 

P: Really? So what is it and who discovered it? 

S: It’s the world’s thinnest material. It’s just one atom thick, and 
it was discovered by two Russian scientists working at the 
University of Manchester. The first amazing thing is, it’s very 
easy to find, because it’s basically a very, very thin layer of 
the stuff in a pencil. 

P: What, a normal pencil? 

S: Yep. That stuff is called graphite. Basically, you take some 
graphite and put it on some sticky tape — normal sellotape. 
Then you take some more tape, press it on the graphite. If 
you peel this tape away, some layers of graphite come off. 
And if that process is repeated a few times, it eventually 
leaves a layer one atom thick. 

P: So can you see it? 

S: Not without a microscope, no, but even though it’s so thin 
Graphene is incredibly difficult to tear: it’s the strongest 
material we know. But then because it’s thin you can bend it 
easily. And it’s really, really good at conducting electricity — 
much better than the wires that are used in our home or the 
chips in computers. 

P: So could those things be replaced by Graphene? 

S: Some day, hopefully, because it’s so easy to get and so 
efficient. We could save a lot of money. It’s an incredible 
discovery and it was awarded a Nobel Prize.
